TOKYO (R)-— The strongest earthquake for 56 years hit Tokyo 
and surrounding areas Friday and police said at least 15 people 
wpre injured, three d them seriously. Thirteen people, one of 
them anx -month-old baby hit on the head by a fallmg electric 
iron, were hart m Tokyo.Two other injuries were reported at 
neaiby imacawa- Authorities said it was the strongest shock to hit 
the middle of Tokyo since 1929. In 1923, a major earthquake on 
fee Kwanto plain around the city killed 142,807 people. In one 
central hotel a recorded female voice cut into the babbleaf guests 
at a reception just scoouds after the bottles started rocking vio- 
lently on die shelves. “Please do not be alarmed,” the voice told 
guests. “This budding has been constructed to withstand ear- 
t h oi ak es.” The advice appeared to be right. Nothing in central 
Tokyo seemed to be fating down. 
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U.S. to unveil debt crisis initiative 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (R) — U.S. Treasury Secretary Janies 
Baker said on Friday he plans to unveil a comprehensive initiative 
for dealing with die global debt crisis during the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) and World Bank annual meetings next 
week in Seoul. In an interview with a small group of reporters as 
he travelled to South Korea for the meetings. Mr. Baker said the 
initiative would build od the so-called "case -by-case" approach to 
the debt crisis that has been the mainstay of the Western strategy 
on the issue until now. He said that while the current approach, m 
which individual problems of debtor nations are dealt with sep- 
arately. had worked, “there are obvious strains" in the economies 
of many debtor nations and the current strategy needed to be 
improved. 
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Labour inspection 
continue — minis ter 

AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Labour and Social Development 
Khaled Al Haj Hassan said Friday 
that the Labour Ministry has iss- 
ued 22.000 work permits for 
non-Jordanian workers and has 
referred more than 1.200 violators 
to courts since the beginning of 
last September. In an interview 
with the Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra. Mr. Haj Hassan said that 
the ministry’s campaign will con- 
tmue until no single worker is 
working illegally in Jordan- Mr. 
Haj Hassan called on all emp- 
loyers and workers to regularise 
employment as soon as possible so 
that no harm is caused to the emp- 
loyers or workers. 

Bridges to close 
Sunday and Monday 

AMMAN (Petra) — The King 
Hussein and Prince Mohammad 
bridges will be closed to travellers 
as well as to trades from and to the 
West Bank as of 10:00 a.m. Sun- 
day until Tuesday morning, the 
Public Security Department said 
Friday. The department requested 
citizens not to proceed to the two 
bridges during the closure period. 

British Labour ends 
meeting in confidence 


BOURNEMOUTH (AP) — Bri- 
tain's opposition Labour Party 
winds up its annual conference 
Friday in confident mood that it 
has ended years of disarray. In 
London. Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservative Party 
conceded for the first time that 
unless it curbs record une- 
mployment 'it will lose die next 
general election, which must be 
held by mid- 1 987. Labour, the 
Conservatives' main rival, on 
Thursday reaffirmed one of its 
most radical commitments — to 
scrap Britain’s nuclear weapons 
and send back U.S. cruise missiles 
deployed in this country. 


Lebanese activist 
assassinated 

BEIRUT (Agencies) — A mem- 
ber of the Lebanese Communist 
Party and chairman of the Leb- 
anese Bulgarian Friendship Soc- 
iety. Ali Salim Yanout, was shot 
dead on Thursday by an uni- 
dentified man while at the soc- 
iety's headquarter in west Beirut, 
reports said. An organisation cal- 
ling itself the “Islamic Liberation 
Organisation" claimed res- 
ponsibility for the assassination. 
The organisation is the same that 
d aimed responsibility for the ass- 
assination of a Soviet diplomat in 
Beirut on Wednesday. 

Morocco asks U.N. 
to hold referendum 

UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Morocco has said a referendum to 
decide the future of Western Sah- 
ara should be held under United 
Nations’ auspices. “The Kingdom 
of Morocco reaffirms its wil- 
lingness to assist the secretary- 
general and to cooperate fully in 
holding a free and democratic ref- 
erendum. under the auspices of 
the United Nations, and to honour 
the results." Foreign Minister 
Abdul Latif Filali said in a speech 
to the General Assembly on Thu- 
rsday. Mr. Filali said Algeria and 
Morocco agreed the United Nat- 
ions was the only body capable of 
breaking the impasse over the 
former Spanish colony. 
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Captive U.S. diplomat 

‘executed’; bulk of 
Soviets leave Beirut 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Kidnappers on Fri- 
day announced the “execution” of a U.S. 
diplomat and over half of Beirut’s 150-strong 
Soviet community were evacuated to Syria 
following the kidnap-murder of a Soviet con- 
sular official. 

A typewritten statement signed 
“Islamic Jihad” (holy war), a 
group which has claimed to hold 
six kidnapped Americans and four 
other westerners, anno unced “die 
execution of... the spy William 
Buckley (following the release of 
this communique) after bis trial 


and conviction for participating in 
CIA crimes..." 

There was no way to determine 
if Mr. Buckley, the embassy’s pol- 
itical officer, was to be killed imm- 
ediately. but Arabic experts said 
the text implied this. 

Accompanying photographs 
showed Mr. Buckley alive but 
looking emaciated and anguished 
after 1 9 months in captivity. 

A US. embassy spokesman said. 
the embassy had no reason to dis- 
believe that Mr. Buckley had been 
killed, although his body had not 
been found. 

The “Islamic Jihad" statement 
said the “execution” was in rev- 
enge for Tuesday’s Israeli air raid 
on the Tunis headquarters of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). which it said was ‘ ‘planned 
and executed jointly by America 
and Israel.” 

The statement was issued at 


midnight Some nine hours later 
the evacuation of some 70 Soviets 
began amid massive security. 

Police said the evacuees left the 
embassy compound in the cor- 
niche Mazaraa thoroughfare in 
three buses at 9:20 a.m. (0620 
GMT) guarded by 150 heavily 
armed militiamen of die Pro- 
gressive Socialist Party (PSP) and 
red -here ted Lebanese riot pol- 
icemen. 

Consular Secretary Arkady 
Katkov. 32. one of four Soviet off- 
icials whose kidnapping on Mon- 
day was claimed on behalf of ano- 
ther Muslim group, was killed on 
Wednesday. 

The Soviet convoy followed the 
same route taken by 39 U.S. hos- 
tages in June after they were held 
for 17 days by gunmen who hij- 
acked their Trans World Airlines 
plane. 

Most of the evacuees were 
women who smiled and waved as. 
the convoy pulled out 

About 25 men, some of whom 
said they were diplomats, also left 
An embassy official. declined to 
give details but until Friday there 
were believed to have been some 
45 Soviet diplomats here. 


The evacuees left behind an 
embassy guarded by tanks, anti- 
tank guns, scores of militia figh ters 
and earthworks thrown up since 
Monday’s kidnapping of the four 
embassy officials and a bomb thr- 
eat whose deadline was hours 
away. 

The bombing threat was made 
on Wednesday by an anonymous 
caller who said he spoke for the 
Islamic Liberation Organisation. 

The caller warned that the Sov- 
iets had until 4 p.m. (1300 GMT) 
to evacuate the \yalled. tree- 
lined embassy compound, “oth- 
erwise we shall mount suicide 
bombing attacks to level it on your 
heads,'! 

Mr. Katkov was kidnapped in 
west Beirut Monday when gun- 
men seized two Soviet' embassy 
cars. The other Soviets were 
Commercial Attache Valery Mir- 
ikov. Press Attache Oleg Spirin 
and embassy physician Nikolai 
Sversky. 

The Islamic Liberation Org- 
anisation kidnapped the men in a 
bid to force Moscow to pressure its 
Middle East ally. Syria, to call off 
an onslaught by Syrian-backed 
leftists against beleaguered Isl- 
amic fundamentalists in Leb- 
anon's northern port of Tripoli 

The Soviets were the first East 
bloc nationals to be abducted in 
Beirut, where some 35 foreigners 
have been abducted by gunmen 
since January. 1984.

Victims of Israeli raid buried 
in Tunisia in quiet ceremony 


TUNIS (Agencies) — Tunisian 
civilians killed in Israel's air raid 
on Tuesday against the PLO hea- 
dquarters have been buried qui- 
etly to avoid an angry backlash, 
officials said Friday. 

The U.S. embassy and other 
American offices in the country 
are under heavy guard. 

Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) officials have 
charged that the Israeli raiders 
were aided by the United States so 
they could make their long flight 
from Israel to Tunisia and back. 

President Reagan said the Isr- 
aeli raid was justified but the U.S. 
has denied giving the Israelis any 
assistance. . 

Some 50 people were killed and 
scores injured when the aircraft 
flattened PLO headquarters at 
Borj Cedria on the coast south of 
Tunis, leaving a gaping crater. 

The raid was made. Israel says, 
in retaliation for the murder of 
three Israelis on a yacht in Lar-. 
naca harbour. Cyprus. 

An Interior Ministry spo- 
kesman said the burials of the 
Tunisian dead were deliberately 
low-key so as not to attract att- 
ention and possible dem- 


onstrations. Some 1 2 Tunisian civ- 
ilians were killed but officials did 
not say how many had been bur- 
ied. 

The largest demonstration rep- 
orted was in the southeastern ind- 
ustrial port of Gabes, where 7.000 
people marched through the str- 
eets carrying banners proclaiming 
“No place fora U.S. embassy in an 
Arab country." 

President Habib Bourguiba on 
Wednesday summoned U.S. 
Ambassador Peter Sebastian to 
express “profound regret and 
great astonishment” over the 
American stance on the Israeli 
raid. 

The spokesman said there was a 
fear the burials could spark dem- 
onstrations. 

Diplomats said the Tunisian 
government, already faced with 
pro-Palestinian and anti- 
American demonstrations in 
Tunis and other cities, wanted to 
avoid stirring up heady emotions. 

PLO and Tunisian officials said 
some of the Palestinians who died 
in the raid would be buried on 
Saturday near the site of the fla- 
ttened PLO headquarters. About - 
20 more would be flown for burial 


to Jordan, where relatives live. 

Arab League Secretary- 
General Chadli Klibi. speaking 
after cal ling on Tunisian President 
Bourguiba on Friday, said the 
U.S. was trampling on its friendly 
relations with numerous Arab sta- 
tes by seeking to justify the Israeli 
raid. 

He said that to support reprisals 
directed aot against the authors of 
an attack but those who were close 
to them was a dangerous pre- 
cedent that recalled the ideas of 
the German 'Nazis. 

Five Tunisian opposition par- 
ties met on Friday to discuss the 
raid after getting permission for 
the meeting — an unusual move. 

Speaking on state radio, the 
leader of the opposition Mov- 
ement of Democratic Socialists. 
Ahmad Mestiri. called on the gov- 
ernment to reconsider its foreign 
policy. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat 
on Thursday accused the United 
States of providing refuelling fac- 
ilities for the Israeli planes which 
carried out the raid. 

Mr. Arafat, who said he saw the

‘Force 1 7’ says 
missing Israelis 
were killed 

TEL AVIV ( AP) — Hundreds of 
Israelis searched Friday for two 
people who disappeared near Jer- 
usalem. and an anonymous tel- 
ephone uJler told a Western wire 
service the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation's (PLO) “Force IT' 
had killed the couple. 

Ediu Harari. 22. and Motti Suj- 
ssa. 24, have been missing since 
Wednesday morning . and their 
locked car was found near a str- 
eam in a wooded, hilly area 10 
kilometres southwest of Jer- 
usalem. 

An anonymous telephone caller 
speaking in E nglish with a foreign 
accent told a wire service: “On 
Wednesday afternoon two Jews 
were killed in a forest between 
Mevo Betar and (intelligible) by 
Palestinians Force 17.” 

Force 17 is an elite unit of the 
PLO’s mainstream Fateh wing. 
Israel says the unit was res- 
ponsible for killing three Israelis 
on a yacht in the Cypriot port of 
Larnaca Sept. 25. Israel ‘‘ret- 
aliated" by bombing tire PLO’s 
h eadq uarters in Tunis last Tue- 
sday. 


Woman killed in Larnaca boat 
was ‘legendary Mossad agent’

AMMAN — British newspaper 
reported Thursday that tire three 
Israelis who were killed last week 
in Larnaca, Cyprus were Mossad 
(Israeli secret service) agents but 
later withdrew the report in sub- 
sequent editions “for further 
checks.” 

In a front-page report the Daily 
Telegraph said that Israel ret- 
aliated so strongly by bombing the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) headquarters in Tunis last 
Tuesday for the killing of the three 
in Cyprus, by two Palestinians and 
a Briton, because the victims were 
Mossad agents and included a 
woman who has become “a leg- 
end” as 6ne of its most successful 
agents. 

International news agencies 
first picked up the story but when 
the newspaper withdrew it for 
“further checks." they killed the 
story. 

According to the Daily Tel- 
egraph report the three killed 
Israelis were a Mossad hit team 
headed by a woman. 


The newspaper said the woman 
was assigned to crack down Pal- 
esitmians in Cyprus and had rep- 
ortedly been responsible for the 
1979 assassination of a lop Pal- 
estinian leader reputed to be the 
mastermind of the Munich attack 
against II Israeli athletes at die 
Munich Olympics in 1972. 

Citing diplomatic and int- 
elligence sources, die newspaper 
sau die dead woman was ide- 
ntified as Esther Pulzar but in fact 
she was Sylvia Rafael who also 
used another alias in her work 
with Mossad. 

“The murder of ‘Sylvia Rafael’ 
— who was tracking down Pal- 
estinian agents in Cyprus — sent 
shock waves through Mossad and 
the whole Israeli intelligence 
community, where she had bec- 
ome something of a legend.” the 
newspaper said. 

It added that Rafael, who was 
bom in South Africa of a Jewish 
father and a non-Jewish mother, 
emigrated to Israel in her youth 
and in the 1970s posed as a fre- 
elance photographer named Pat- 
ricia Roxburgh to monitor events

Peres reportedly willing to consider 
talks under international auspices 

Thatcher hopes PLO visit will boost peace drive 


TEL AVIV (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres, seeking 
common ground with Jordan for a 
Middle East peace, will consider 
holding Arab-Israeli talks under 
international auspices, gov- 
ernment sources said Friday. 

The sources told Reuters that 
Mr. Peres would accept a role for 
the United States. Britain and 
France, the only permanent mem- 
bers of the United Nations Sec- 
urity Council which have dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel. 

Jordan's position was outlined 
by King Hussein to the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly last week. The King 
spoke of direct negotiations under 
“appropriate auspices” and of an 
international conference hosted 
by the United Nations. 

Mr. Peres believed Jordan 
made a major concession in acc- 
epting direct negotiations and was 
now ready to “compromise on 
Arab demands for an int- 
ernational umbrella.” the sources 
saiti. 


They said Israel, which had 
opposed a full-scale international 
conference, would be “going some 
of the way towards Jordan” if an 
international framework could be 
found. 

Israel was ready for Soviet par- 
ticipation if Moscow renewed dip- 
lomatic ties broken in 1967. the 
sources said. 

China, the fifth permanent 
member of the Security Council, 
has never had official ties with the 
Jewish state. Peking could pos- 
sibly enter the peace process if it 
established diplomatic relations 
with Israel, the sources added. 

Jordan has called for all parties 
to the conflict to take part in the 
conference. 

Israeli officials said any neg- 
otiations should be without pre- 
conditions but Israel was not sof- 
tening its opposition to talking 
with Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) members. 

In London. British Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher says she 


hopes her forthcoming talks with 
two PLO officials will reactivate 
the peace process in the Middle 
EasL 

• “I am trying to get a peace pro- 
cess going.” she said in an int- 
erview with Israeli correspondents 
in London earlier this week. “I 
want to encourage the moderate 
part of the PLO, those who do 
reject terrorism.” 

Mrs. Thatcher, ‘who invited 
members of the PLO to talks in 
London during her visit to Jordan 
and Egypt last month, defended 
herself against Israel’ s criticism of 
the move. 

“I believe them to be men of 
peace... who are coming on the 
understanding that they reject ter- 
rorism.” she said . "It is not a PLO 
delegation. We would never rec- 
eive that. It is a Jordanian- 
Palestiman delegation.” 

She hoped it would “activate 
the whole peace process, which 
seems to have got rather hogged 
down at the mo menu” she said. 


Gorbachev calls for concrete 
U.S. steps on arms proposals 

Mitterrand rejects talks on French arsenal 


PARIS ( R) — Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev on Friday called 
on the United States to shun dem- 
agogy and take concrete steps with 
the Soveif Union to ban space 
weapons and cut nuclear forces. 

Speaking at a press conference 
in Paris. Mr. Gorbachev pledged 
that Soviet SS-20 missiles which 
were being dismantled in Eur- 
opean Russia would not be red- 
eployed in Asia. 

The 105-minute news con- 
ference. held jointly with Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand of 
France in the Elysee Palace, was 
the first by a Kremlin chief for 
over two decades. 

Gesticulating constantly and 
sometimes banging the table. Mr. 
Gorbachev switched from humour 
to stem tones of reproach while 
Fielding questions on issues ran- 
ging from arms to human rights. 

He concentrated on Moscow’s 
latest proposal to the United Sta- 
tes fora barton space weapons and 
a 50 per cent cut in strategic wea- 
pons and urged Washington to 
respond seriously. 

“It’s time to take concrete steps. 
We have now got to the point 


where it is not enough to say yes 
we are in favour of - a better 
world.” he said. 

“If this is not bom out by deeds, 
then we will say this is political 
demagogy.” Mr. Gorbachev dec- 
lared. 

Mr. Gorbachev, who is to meet 
President Reagan in Geneva late 
next month, sard the Kremlin was 
tired of hearing Washington's 
appeals for concrete proposals 
from Moscow. 

Mr. Gorbachev said the Kre- 
mlin's latest arms proposal, which 
he made public on Thursday, was 
aimed at ending the deadlock at 
Geneva arms talks and giving 
them inqietus. 

He stressed the Kremlin’s view 
that the U.S. strategic defence ini- 
tiative (SDI ). commonly known as 
“Star Ware.” and designed to est- 
ablish a space missile defence sys- 
tem. would have dire con- 
sequences (U-S. announces suc- 
cess In ‘Star Wars* test, page 8). 

“This would be a new stage in 
die aims race... I do not know if we 
would be able to engage in neg- 
otiations. How would we app- 
roach them. Everyone should 


understand this.” he said. 

But Mr. Gorbachev said he bel- 
ieved there was a “more mature, 
well-grounded” school of thought 
emerging in Washington. 

He said Moscow believed the 
initial U.S. response to the new 
proposals, put to Mr. Reagan by 
Foreign Minister Eduard She- 
vardnadze. during a visit to the 
United Nations and Washington 
last week, was “veiy serious." 

U.S. Secretary erf State George 
Shultz gave a cautious welcome to 
the Gorbachev proposal although 
he said he had not had time to 
examine the details (Shultz ready 
to fly to NATO talks on summit, 
page 8). 

He said that now Moscow had 
made proposals on strategic and 
med inn -range missiles, it might be 
possible to talk seriously about the 
third group of negotiations in 
Geneva, that of “Star Wars”. 

“The o ther obv iously impo rtan t 
thing to talk about is in the space 
defence group and I hope we can 
get engaged there as well.” Mr. 
Shultz said.

U. K. r Japanese 
leaders to attend 
Western summit 

LONDON (Agencies)— The Bri- 
tish and Japanese prime ministers 
will attend the summit of six Wes- 
tern nations on U.S. -Soviet rel- 
ations later this month, it was ann- 
ounced in London and Tokyo on 
Friday. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher's office said Mrs. 
Thatcher was expected to fly to 
New York from the Bahamas, 
where wbe wfll attend a con- 
ference of Commonwealth cou- 
ntries from Oct. 16 to 22. The 
summit is to be held on Oct. 24 

In Tokyo, the Foreign Ministry 
announced Premier Yasuhiro 
Nakasone's decision to attend die 
summit. 

Mr. Nakasone’s decision fol- 
lows French President Francois 
Mitterrand’s refusal to attend 

Mr. Reagan invited leaders of 
Japan. France. Britain. Italy. Can- 
ada and West Germany to the 
matin g to discuss his Nov-

Gorbachev: Ties with Israel 
contingent on overall solution 


PA RIS ( R) — Soviet leader Mik- 
hail Gorbachev said on Friday the 
Kremlin might reestablish dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel but 
only if there were moves towards 
an overall settlement of the Mid- 
dle East conflict. 

“As far as reestablishing rel- 
ations is concerned. I think die fas- 
ter the situation is normalised in 
the Middle East, the faster it will 
be possible to look at this que- 
stion. For us there will be no obs- 
tacle.” he said in reply to que- 
stions at a news conference (See 
story above). 

Mr. Gorbachev said the Soviet 
Union had taken part in the fou- 
ndation of the state of Israel and 
recognised its sovereignty, its 
rights and its security interests. 

But he said there were big dif- 
ferences between how die Kre- 
mlin and the “ruling circles in Isr- 
ael” understood the security que- 
stion and called on Israel to ret- 
hink its ideas. 

The Middle East was discussed 
by Mr. Gorbachev and his host 
President Francois Mitterrand, 
who agreed that both Moscow and 
Paris should take part in the sea- 


rch for a solution. 

“The Israeli leadership is con- 
ducting a shortsighted policy if it 
wants to decide its national int- 
erests through separate deals — 
these can only lead to success in 
the short terra.” Mr. Gorbachev 
said. 

The Kremlin leader said Soviet 
participation in Mideast peace 
efforts was “an objective factor” 
which should not be questioned. 
“We will not give up our role.” he 
said. 

He said Moscow was concerned 
about “the process slipping out of 
control" and listed Soviet req- 
uirements for an overall peace set- 
tlement. 

These were: the solution of the 
Palestinian problem on the basis 
of self-determination, the ind- 
ivisibility of Lebanon and its pea- 
ceful developmenL and the legal 
rights of Israel.- 

Asked whether Moscow was 
still able to protea its citizens in 
Lebanon after- the shooting of a 
Soviet diplomat on Wednesday. 
Mr. Gorbachev said his country 
was “not helpless” but he did not 
elaborate. 


King, 
Queen are 
in London 

LONDON (J.T.) — Their Maj- 
esties King Hussein and .'ueen 
Noor arrived in London Thursday 
evening on a private visit expected 
to last several days. 

The King and .‘ueen arrived 
here from the United Mates, 
where the King addressed the cur- 
rent United Nations General Ass- 
embly in New York and attended 
the Assembly's 40th anniversary 
celebrations. The King also visited 
Washington and held talks with 
President Ronald Reagan and 
other senior U.S. administration 
officials and congressmen. 

The Washington talks focussed 
on the current efforts for Middle 
East peace and Jordan's req- 
uirements of defensive weapons. 

Ceasefire 
takes 
hold in 
Tripoli 

TRIPOLI. Lebanon (Agencies) 
— A ceasefire took hold Friday in 
this northern Lebanese port city 
after its militia leaders reached a 
peace accord on Thu reday in mee- 
tings with Syrian President Hafez 
A I Assad. 

The agreement, hammered out 
in individual meetings on Thu- 
rsday with Mr. Assad. Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khuddam. 
and Tripoli’s top militia leadcis. 
aims to halt fighting between the 
fundamentalist Sunni Muslim 
“Islamic Unification Movement” 
(Tawheed) and the pro-Syrian 
Arab Democratic Party (A DP) 
and allied militias. 

The latter launched a massive 
assault on Tripoli a week ago after 
Tawheed rejected a plan for a 
joint force of Syrian and Lebanese 
troops to enter the city and end 
fighting which began in mid- 
September. 

At least 300 people were killed 
and more than 1 .1 00 wounded in 
recent fighting and about 500.000 
of Tripoli's 700.000 residents fled 
the city. 

Under the new accord, “no one 
will be pursued as a result of the 
painful events in Tripoli.” Syrian 
Television said. 

The plan calls for setting up ;t 
Syrian -commanded operations 
room to supervise the dis- 
armament and formation of a coo- 
rdination committee to settle dis- 
putes between the militias. 

Lebanese Prime Minister Ras- 
hid Kara mi. a native of Tripoli, 
will head the oommiiec. 

The Syrian News Agency 
(SANA) quoted Mr. Karami os 
saying he was returning to Tripoli 
to “put a final end to arms dep- 
loyment in the city and to dif- 
ferences among the sons of the 
one family.” 

Mr. Karami added: “Let us 
commence work for the rescue 
and reconstruction of this city. 
Tripoli will completely recover if 
the peace accord is fully imp- 
lemented.” 

The agreement calls for the Syr- 
ian army to collect and store each 
militia’s heavy weaponry, while 
the groups are charged with gat- 
hering light weaponry from each 
of their members. 

Heavy weapons “will be rel- 
umed to their owners if the ope- 
rations room finds it necessary in 
specific circumstances.” Syrian 
Television said. 

To prevent militias from kee- 
ping private arms caches, “the 
security forces will have the aut- 
hority to search for heavy arms 
wherever they exist and to con- 
fiscate them following approval by 
the operations room.” added. 

Other signatories to the accord 
include the Lebanese Communist 
Party, the Baath Arab Socialist 
Party and the Lebanon -based Syr- 
ian Nationalist Social Party, 

It came after two days of pre- 
liminary talks between Mr. Assad. 
Mr. Khaddam and Tawheed lea- 
der Sheikh Saeed Shaaban. during 
which the president stressed 
“Syria's desire to see calm, sec- 
urity and normal life return to Tri- 
poli.” SANA reported. 

In Damascus, the Iranian emb- 
assy welcomed the peace accord 
and said It hoped it “will be imp- 
lemented in Kill."

On 'rhursday. the White House 
spokesman l-arry Spcakes rei- 
terated to reporters that the Uni- 
ted Slates had no luivuncc not- 
ification of the Israeli raid. 

Asked if the U.S. Sixth Reel, 
off the coast of Tunisia, had spo- 
tted the incoming aircraft. Spe- 
akes said. “I don’t know the ans- 
wer." 

He said no determination has 
yet been made about whether the 
Israelis broke U.S. law prohibiting 
the use of military equipment for 
purposes other than self-defence. 
He added that he did not know 
whether there is to he a formal 
U-S. inquiry into the mutter. 

Also on Thursday. Charles 
Redman. State Department dep- 
uty spokesman, repeated that tnc 
UniuaJ Stales was not involved in 
the Israeli air attack, and he den- 
ied PI .O allegations drat the Uni- 
ted States helped in the refuelling 
of the Israeli planes used in the 
attack. 

The deputy spokesman emp- 
hasised that charges of U-S. inv- 
olvement are "completely without 
substance and we deny them cat- 
egorically. The United States was 
not informed in advance, and we 
were not aware of the attack until 
it was over, and U-S. forces were 
not involved in any way." 


Murphy says desire for Mideast peace still clear 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — Both 
Jordan .and Israel .wuqt.the Middle 
East peace process... to continue- 
despite recent ' acts of violence, 
according to Assistant Secretary 
of State Richard Murphy. 

Mr. Murphy, the assistant sec- 
retary for Near Eastern and South 
Asian affairs, said on the 
A Bt’-TV programme "Good 
Morning America" On Oct. 3 that 
"the desire of Jordan (and) Israel 
... to move the peace process for- 
ward is perfectly clear." 

He reiterated President Rea- 
gan's recent statement that direct 
negotiations could begin before 
the end of the year. 

“I think that there is a good pro- 
spect dial the PLO may he rec- 
onsidering its policy of what it has 
culled-armed struggle." Mr. Mur- 
phy said. “This is the challenge 
that King Hussein has put in front 
of them. 


‘.‘Those who have an interest in' 
peace have. -many enemies. Buf 
there is i^ iqt of seriousness and 
purpose* out. there Jo get. things 
going." 

Following is the unofficial tra- 
nscript of the Murphy interview: 

-J: Thai initial response from 
the While House, saying that the 
raid appeared to be a ‘legitimate 
response U> terrorist attacks’ — 
many people are saying the White 
House realty stuck its fool in its 
mouth with that initial response. 
How damaging can that he? 

A: I don’t think it’s damaging. I 
think the White House was spe- 
aking to the issue of terrorism; 
that we understood the bac- 
kground for the Israeli reaction 
had been a series of terrorist acts 
against Israeli citizens. The peace 
process is a fragile affair. Trying to 
put tilings together out there and 


keep them moving'Ls never easy. 
Bul I don’t -think there is any pro- 
blem with the initial statements. . 

Ji President Mubarak, King 
Hussein — both trying very hard 
for months and months and 
months now to gel this peace pro- 
cess on track. To what extent have 
they now lieen embarrassed, par- 
ticularly in the Arab World for try- 
ing to help the United States bec- 
ome an honest broker? And now 
Ihe Israelis go ahead and per- 
petrate this retaliatory attack, 
they say. How much does ihfe 
■embarrass Mr. Mubarak and King 
Hussein? 

A: Violence out there is end- 
emic. I think the need to keep 
things moving is dear to all par- 
ties. The desire of Jordan on the 
one hand to have us involved; of 
Israel on the other to have us inv- 
olved, and help to move the peace 
process forward, is perfectly dear. 


So 1 think that things are moving. 
We are opu'mfeitic lhaL as the pre- 
sident said the other -day at the- 
White House, we cun realistically 
look toward getting to direct neg- 
otiations by the end of this year. 

■J: With the Mubarak-Hussein 
plan — saying Palestinians acc- 
eptable to both Israel and the PLO 
to participate in talks between 
Jordan and Israel with our par- 
ticipation — now that Israel has 
struck at the PLO. realistically, 
what are the chances that they will 
sit down with anybody, not only 
not the PLO but that the PLO 
would say okay? 

A: Palestinians have to he inv- 
olved at every stage in the process. 
King Hussein needs A rah support, 
particularly Palestinian support, 
and Israel understands that. They 
lake each other’s needs seriously 
in terms of how to get to the table, 
how to get to direct negotiations.

C’AI RO ( R) — Israel deliberately 
avoided killing Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PIjO) lea- 
der Yasser Arafat when its war- 
planes raided his headquarters in 
Tunis on Tuesday. British pol- 
itician David Owen suggested Fri- 
day. 

Mr. Owen, leader of the opp- 
osition Social Democrat Party 
(SDP), told a press conference at 
the end of a Middle East tour he 
had no evidence for this view hut 
was confident it was correct 

“i do not l)e!ieve that it was an 
accident (hat Yasser Arafat was 
not in the premises at the time the 
raid took place. The Israelis knew 
exactly where he was." he said. 

"The fact that they don’t want 
as yet to try to fin&i off Arafat 
implies that they recognise that 
whut comes afterwards might be a 
lot worse.” 

Mr. Owen visited Syria. Jordan 
and Israel before coming to Egypt 
Thursday. He had talks with 
Prime Minuter Shimon Peres and 
other Israeli leaders the day after 
the raid. 

On that day. Mr. Peres also con- 
tended that the Israeli raid was not 
aimed at killing PIO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat. 

Mr. Peres i&ld Israeli television 
Wednesday night that Israel hud 
no special interest in hitting spe- 
cific PLO leaden* since they would 
simply he replaced by sub- 
ordinates. 

Asked about the PI .O denials of 
pai lierpation in the Cyprus kil- 
lings. Mr. Peres said the three men 
captured afterwards were ide- 
ntified by PLO captives here as 
members of their unit. 

Mr. Owen condemned the att- 
ack but said that if Mr. Arafat con- 
tinued to talk peace and “practise 
tenor" at the same time, he would 
have to accept that Israel would 
continue to retaliate. 

Mr. Owen said the Soviet Union 
should liecume more involved in 
Middle Easf problems because it 
was worried ulrout Islamic fun- 
damentalism. 

Following the Israeli raid, the 
Middle East would probably be 
the second agenda item, after 
arms ■ control, for next month's 
U»S. -Soviet summit in Geneva, he 
said. 

Mr. Owen urged President 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Goibuchev to cull on United Nat- 
ions Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar to propose three 
separate sets of negotiations to the 
U.N. Security Council. 

These should be: Between I.eh- 
anon. Syria and Israel on the 
Israeli-heki Golan Heights: Bet- 
ween Israel and a joint 
Jordanian-Paleslinianteamon the 
occupied West Bank and Guzu. 
and lielween Egypt and Israel on 
their dispute over the small Sinai 
enclave of Talia. 

Mr. Owen said the result of the 
raid would he greater Soviet inv- 
olvement in Middle East peace 
moves.

Jordan saves JD lm through 
switch to summer time 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan, jas ! 
now switched over to 'wintertime 
and is two hours, ahead of .Qs;.,. 
enwich Mean Time (GMT). The 
switch occurred at midnight Thu- 
rsday when docks were put back 
by one hour, ending six-months of 
summer time which began on 
April 1. 

The switch to summer time has 
saved nearly 20.000 tonnes of fuel 
estimated at JD 1 million acc- 
ordmg to Ministry of Energy and 
Mineral Resources Under Sec- 
retary Rash ad Abu Ras. He said 
that foe switch to summer time 
was within the ministry’s pro- 
gramme to rationalise energy con- 


sumption aqd added that demand 
for .dr^ity during foe iperiod 
dropped .by six per. cent . 

The decisiooa to adopt summer 
time on April 1 after a break of 
seven year was taken as a part of 
.^Mcai efforts to euro Jor- 
dan’s rising bills for importing oS 
to generate power. 

In foe first quarter of 1985. Mr. 
Abu Ras sail. Jordan's power 
production growth registered 15 
per cent whereas in foe period 
between April i and Oct. 3 it was 
nine per cent, a rate similar to that 
of Europe during foe summer 
time.

CPF collects JD 15,000 for 
integrated treatment centre

AMMAN — Approximately JD 15,000 has been rai- 
sed through a one-day campaign to collect con- 
tributions from the public to help finance an int- 
egrated cerebral palsy centre. Cerebral Palsy Fou- 
ndation ( CPF) President Fakhri Belbesi said Friday. 


About 600 student volunteers 
from foe University of Jordan. 
Yarmouk University and com- 
munity colleges approached foe . 
public for donations for the CPF. a 
voluntary organisation founded to 
treat victims of cerebral palsy in 
Jordan. 

“We were impressed by public 
awareness and especially that of 
schoolchildren who were 100 per 
cent cooperative.” Mr. Belbesi 
said and he described foe cam- 
paign as “fruitful.” 

His Royal Highness Crown Pri- 
nce Hassan. foe Regenu opened 
foe annual CPF drive on Wed- 
nesday by making a JD 5,000 
donation to foe foundation. The 
Crown Prince also presented a 
mini-hus for foe transpo ration of 
cerebral palsy victims. Prince Has- 
san also issued instructions to the 
concerned authorities to give due 
attention to handicapped and ret- 
arded children. 

In -an interview with foe Jordan 
Times. Mr. Belbesi explained that 
donations ranging from JD 25 to 
JD 150 have been given to foe 
foundation by individuals, public 
institutions and organisations. 

Speaking about the est- 


ablishment of the centre, to be 
named after late Prime Minister 
Abdul Hamid Sharaf. Mr. Belliesi 
said foe foundation would begin 
construction on the infrastructure 
by the end of J986: ■ 

The centre will be able to detect 
cerebral palsy in infants within six 
months of birth and early det- 
ection of cerebral palsy increases 
the possibility of a full cure by up 
to 90 per cent more than if it in 
treated in late childhood. 

In addition to early diagnosis, 
the centre will also provide tre- 
atment and rehabilitation pro- 
grammes for patients. The centre 
will he affiliated to foe Ministry of 
Health in order to ensure that its 
services are more widely ava- 
il aide. 

Cerebral palsy centres director 
Samra Bab an explained foe sym- 
ptoms of the condition as well as 
means of prevention during a 
press conference held last week. 

Cerebral palsy Ls characterised 
by impaired motor function res- 
ulting from damage to that part of 
foe brain responsible for mov- 
ement of foe body and limbs, she 
said. 


Dr. Baban cited proper pre- 
natal care and proper delivery ser- 
vices as foe best means to prevent 
the disorder, which afflicts 10 out 
of every 1 .000 live births in Jor- 
dan. “These two sensitive pro- 
cedures must be handled by exp- 
erienced and qualified people, and 
must be followed by intensive care 
for foe new-bom and imm- 
unisation against ordinary dis- 
eases in order to reduce foe risk of 
cerebral palsy.” she said. Dr. 
Baban also said foe high rate of 
cerebral palsy in Jordan is par- 
tially attributable to “carelessness 
on the part of the parents.” 

Zarka Gove mo rate marked foe 
Oct. 3 campaign by arranging lec- 
tures for school children on cer- 
ebral palsy to raise public awa- 
reness. The lectures explained the 
causes of the disorder and proper 
measures of prevention. The Isl- 
amic Community College con- 
tributed to the campaign by dis- 
tributing educational brochures 
and by soliciting donations in coo- 
peration with foe foundation in 
Amma n. 

The CPF has cared for 1.831 
cases since its establisment in 
1 977. In addition to the main cen- 
tre. located at foe Al Hussein 
Medical Centre, foe foundation 
has established centres in Irfoid 
and Zarka. The foundation is also 
setting up a fourth centre in Karak 
to serve the southern parts erf the 
Kingdom. 

Apart from treatment facilities, 
foe centres offer toy libraries equ- 
ipped with equipment designed 
for children with cerebral palsy.

A/ Israeli propaganda 


FOLLOWING the world-wide condemnation of IsraeTs raid on 
Tuns, Zionist propaganda media launched a campaign to justify the 
aggression and lessen its impact on the world community. 

IsraeTs information services claimed that a Christian-Zionist con- 
ference. now being held in Jerusalem to voice support for Israel, has 
pledged to give due support and backing for the raid on Tunis. This 
claim is designed to deceive world public opinion that Christian 
people support IsraeTs acts of aggression and terrorism. 

Ah believers in God including Christians and even Jews have 
denounced Israel’s raid. A Jewish organisation in Jerusalem Natouri 
Carta has voiced its condemnation of the attack. 

Israel can never deceive the world with its “religions game” and its 
staged conferences. The Zionist information campaign is designed as 
a means for justifying the raid, but ah world nations of different faiths 
and sects have been unanimous in their condemnation of the agg- 
ression which they consider an attempt to abort current international 
efforts to establish a lasting peace.

‘The persecuted become the persecutors?

Calls to local and world public 
o pinion tb help stop foe Israeli, 
cam paig n of administrative det-; 
ention and deportation in foe occ- , 
upied territories were issued in' 
two press conferences organised 
early September in West and East 
'Jerusalem. A total of 69 Pal- 
estinians from foe West Bank and 
Gaza have been placed under 
administrative detention (arrest 
without charges or trial) during 
the past few weeks. 

The first conference was ini- 
tiated and organised by the 
riewly-formed Committee of 
Jpawyers for foe Defence of Adm- 
inistrative Detainees and Dep- 
ortees. in foe American Colony 
Hotel in East Jerusalem. Sep- 
tember 8. The second was held 
force days Iaterby the Israeli Lea- 
gue for Human Rights in the Beit 
Agron building, foe government 
press office in West Jerusalem.' 

Sama’an Khoury a Pales tinian 
journalist who was formerly man- 
aging editor of Al Fajr weekly, 
chaired foe first conference and 
translated from Arabic to English 
for foe audience. He outlined foe 
latest' repressive measures taken 
by foe Israeli government thr- 
oughout foe West Bank. He exp- 
lained foe real purpose of these 
measures. The measures. Kbouiy 
said, are intended to appease the 
ultra right-wing settlers, and to 
pave foe way for “a liquidationist 
settlement to the Arab-Israeli 


conflict.” He added That Israelis 
want a silent and subjugated West 
Bank and Gaza. 

; Isms'll Tazziz, head of foe Pha-. 
rmaceutical Union, strongly con- 
demned foe present wave or adm- 
inistrative detentions and com- 
pared foe regulations behind it to 
those in Nazi Germany. He ref- 
erred to a comment by Ya’akov 
Shapiro, a Jewish lawyer, who said 
that these regulations, which were 
issued by foe British in 1948. 
didn’t even exist in Nazi Germany. 
He wondered about foe fact that 
the “persecuted of yesterday have 
become foe persecutors of today.” 

Lawyer Abed Assali, who 
spoke on behalf of foe Committee 
for the Defence of Administrative 
Detainees and Deportees, exp- 
lained the legal aspects of these 
measures. He said that adm-- 
inistrative detentions are based on 
instructions regarding security 
and that these instructions allow 
foe commander to arrest any per- 
son for 96 hours without a specific 
charge. The detamee is then bro- 
ught to a judicial board — called 
foe military objectionscommittee. 
“From my own experience.” he 
remarked, “appearing before an 
objection committee is a mere 
farce.” He explained that foe det- 
ainees appear before the obj- 
ections committee collectively and 
the sentences are issued col- 
lectively. The committee does not 
look into each case separately. 


“Last Friday.” he said, “thi- 
rteen detainees were taken to foe 
courtroom but no evidence was 
presented against them.” After 
five hours of deliberations with 
foe members of foe committee 
and intelligence officers, the judge 
decided to approve foe arrestoid- 
erc and satt that he would explain 
later.

‘Unity’ is the 
Sandinistas’ cry 


A recent (this summer) shake-up in Nicaragua’s Sandinista Party 
hierarchy emphasises dial discipline is now paramount as the rev- 
olution’s leaders face Washington . Tim Coone outlines Managua’s 
strategy in tackling even harder times ahead. 


MANAGUA — The small red 
and silver badge worn by the San- 
dinista Party militant is a symbol 
of prestige and even awe in Nic- 
araguan society, but it is also foe 
surest guarantee of 'a summary 
execution for its owner if caught 
by foe U.S.-backed counter- 
revolutionaries. 

Such was the fate of 1 1 party 
members captured in a guerrilla 
attack in foe town of Cuapa in foe 
centre of the country on August 2. 
Several of foe bodies showed signs 
of torture. "■*' 

A recent shake-up in the party 
has emphasised that its ability to 
maintain foe discipline and quality 
of its militan ts will now be the ful- 
crum on which pivots foe fate of 
the Nicaraguan revolution. 

Whether it succumbs to foe 
mounting economic crisis and 
guerrilla war will depend on whe- 
ther it can steer the country thr- 
ough what will inevitably be even 
ha rfer times ahead, until there is a 
sign of a policy shift in Was- 
hington. 

resident Daniel Ortega, the 
head of state, has now been off- 
icially named head of the party. 
The party structure has been int- 
egrated wifo local, regional and 
national government as part of an 
overall centralisation. A str- 
eamlined executive committee has 
been formed wifo five of foe top 
nine Sandinista leaders, or com- 
manders. to give added adm- 
inistrative weight to presidential 
directives.

False alarms and the threat of nuclear war

WASHINGTON — Raws rep- 
orted recently - in die U.S. early 
warning system raise two basic 
questions — could Washington 
prevent false alarms from tri- 
ggering atomic war and could it 
really retaliate if hit by Soviet mis- 
siles? 

Congressional investigators and 
a former Defence Department off- 
icial who specialise on the U.S. 
nuclear command system said acc- 
idental war was a cause for con- 
cern. 

But they stressed that doubts 
3bout foe U.S. capacity to ret- 
aliate after a nuclear strike posed a 
much more serious risk to sup- 
erpower stability. 

Communications links in foe 
U-S.‘ system were highly vul- 
nerable to destruction by 'Sab- 
oteurs or missiles, they said. 

The U.S. nuclear early warning 
system is an elaborate network of 
surveillance satellites linked to 
ground relay stations. These sta- 
tions feed data to computers, 
manned around the clock, which 
would flash warnings in a nuclear 
attack. 

The general accounting office 
(GAO), an investigative arm of 
Congress, reported last week the 
system still has a tendency to flash 
false alarms of nuclear attack nea- 
rly five years after the Pentagon 
said the problem had been cor- 
rected^ 

“False ^vents have not sto- 
pped.... this remains a problem’ 
today.” GAO chief Charles Bow- 
sher told a House of Rep- 
resentatives government ope- 
rations subcommittee. 

But unlike false alarms which 
sparked brief U.S. military alerts 
in 1979 and 1980. the recent mal- 
functions have been detected 
more quickly due to new saf- 
eguards. the GAO said. 

Bruce Blair, a nuclear com- 
mand specialist who left the Def- 
ence Department in July, said foe 
risk of such an alert sparking acc- 


idental war was not great in pea- 
cetime but could be serious in a 
superpower crisis, when saf- 
eguards would be eased in pre- 
paration for nuclear war. 

A much more serious risk. Blair 
told the subcommittee, was that'

ike the most. vulnerable points in 
foe U.S. military command and 
early warning system, thus pre- 
venting effective retaliation.. 

Weaknesses in the system cast 
fundamental doubt on its ability to 
support swift, comprehensive ret- 
aliation.” he said. 

Because foe system could not 
last long in the event of war, acc- 
ording to Blair. Washington relied 
heavily on a hair-trigger posture 
known as “launch on warnings” — 
sending up U-S.anissfles soon after 
surveillance satellites detected a 
Soviet missile launch. 

America's nuclear doctrine of 
“flexible response'' says Was- 
hington must have foe option, to 
fight a protracted nuclear war las- 
ting weeks or even months-i but 
according to Blair the command 
system might stay intact for only 
20 minutes or less. 

Blair said there was reason to 
doubt the commmand system 
would even remain in existence 
long enough to. order an effective 


launch -on-warning. 

If Blair proved correct, the nuc- 
lear balance erf terror between the 
superpowers would be much less 
■stable than commonly believed. 

The U.S. vulnerability might 
tempt Moscow to strike first dur- 
ing a crisis. Fear of such a Soviet 
attack might prompt Washington 
to launch a pre-emptive strike. 

Daniel Ford, a private expert 
who this year wrote “Hie But- 
ton”. a book on nuclear early war- 
ning. agreed wifo Blair and cited 
key vulnerabilities in the U.5. 
command system. 

Among these were poorly gua- 
rded ground communication relay 
stations, including a “sitting 
.duck.” in Sunnyvale. California, 
literally a stone's throw from a 
major high way. he said. 

If a Spviet attack were detected 
by satellite, he told foe sub- 
committee. the message would 
have to be relayed,, to a ground 
station at Nurrungar. Australia, 
from there to one in foe western 
Pacific, then to one in Hawaii. 


■ "All of the intermediate ground 
stations that relay the warning 
data... are vulnerable to nuclear 
and non-nuclear attack." he said, 
adding that technology hi the sys- 
tem was often 20 years out of date. 

Blair and Ford said airborne 
command jets from which the pre- 
sident and his successors would 
attempt to direct nuclear ret- 
aliation were vulnerable to the 
effects of nuclear radiation and 
dust and could be isolated by att- 
acks on communications. 

The GAO says its own inv- 
estigators have reached con- 
clusions similar to Blair's and 
Ford’s. 


Next the message would go to 
an eastern Pacific station, then to 
one in California, and finally to 
North American Aerospace Def- 
ence (NORAD) headquarters in 
Colorado. 


The Pentagon has conceded 
there are vulnerable points in the 
command system, especially in its - 
communications finks, but insists 
they have been exaggerated by cri- 
tics. 

it says that launch -on-warning, 
an option in the U-S. war plan, is 
not the only option and notes that 
billions of dollars are being spent 
to upgrade early warning systems. 

“I am confident that our system 
is capable and performing hs mis- 
sion.” vice Admiral Huntington 
Hardhty. head of operations for 
foe U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, told 
Congress.

IT IS with a heavy heart and much 
regret that I have to inform you 
that die new programme cycle on 
JTV Channel 6 has suffered its 
first casualty. Connections, the 
new series due to be screened on 
Wednesdays at 9.10, has been 
“technically rejected.” Whether 
this means that the tapes received 
.were of the wrong sort, or ran at 
die wrong speed. I do not know. 
What does matter is that a new 
series was considered suitable for 
screening on Monday last but in 
the ensuing 48 hours before scr- 
eening was discovered to be ino- 
perable. Isn’t this cutting things 
rather fine? Let us assume that 
this series had been found to be 
technically acceptable. It would 
then have had to be screened for 
content, to ensure that nothing 
offensive crept into the Goal pro- 
gramme. It then would have had 
to be translated into Arabic and 
subtitled; this is by no means a 
simple or a fast process, especially 
if one considers the likely pro- 
fusion of technical terms and phr- 
ases that the series probably con- 
tains. Similarly, other pro- 
grammes. such as comedy or 
drama, present difficulties in their 
free use of slang, etcetera. This 
last point is of relevance since the 
fate of Connections is not an iso- 
lated one. All too often in the past 
year programmes, either ind- 
ividually or as a whole series, have 
been scrapped . literally at the very 
last moment, for some reason or 
other. The reasons for scrapping 
diem I would not presume to que- 
stion. What I do question is the 
seeming necessity to make such 
decisions so close to their pro- 
jected screening times. Som- 
etimes. of course, tapes -from for- 
eign distributors arrive lam- 
entably late, and for this JTVdes- 
erves sympathy, not censure. But I 
can’t help feeling that with a bit 
more foresight and planning a lot 
of these cancellations could have 
been avoided. We have three 
whole months before die next 
programme cycle. If JTV were to 
start planning their selection of 
programmes for this now. and 
ordered the tapes as soon as they 
had reached a decision, then, in

quite a few cases, they could start 
work: on them with plenty of tune 
to spare. This would have two obv- 
ious and beneficial results. First 
we would know for certain what 
programmes would be shown the 
following week. Secondly, a far 
fuller and more comprehensive 
three- month cycle could be pla- 
nned. For example, tf JTV knew 
that a projected twelve part series 
contained only eight episodes sui-- 
table for screening then they 
could, with plenty of time to spare, 
plan the remaining four weeks for 
that slot. As it is. foe dose of each 
cycle takes on a rather shopworn 
and dilapidated appearance, with 
all sorts of one-off programmes or 
odd episodes ‘fiHing-m'. A more 
long-sigfated approach to pro- 
gramme planning wuld be of 
immense help to the viewing pub- 
lic. in whose interests JTV exists, 
who would no longer have to end- 
ure the very real frustration of 
rushing home especially to watch 
an advertised programme only to 
find it suddenly replaced. For 
myself, and this column, it does 
not really matter: I'll happily go 
on previewing non-existent pro- 
grammes till foe cows come home, 
what does matter is that the pre- 
sent laissez-faire attitude towards 
programme-planning lends a sli- 
ghtly amateurish tone to what is 
widely, and deservedly, ack- 
nowledged as the most pro- 
fessional and varied television sta- 
tion in foe Arab World. 

There I gp. grousing again, 
when what f should be doing is 
revealing foe new programmes on 
offer for foe start of foe week. So. 
no more mucking about, let's get 
with iL Tonight. (Saturday), rep- 
resents almost a radical departure 
from the established format: 
Three different half-hour pro- 
grammes precede foe feature film 
at 10.15. At 8.30 there is a new 
comedy series. It’s Your Move. 
Coming. I suspect from the same 
who gave us Who’s The 
it concerns itself, like so 
many comedy series these days, 
with foe trials and tribulations of 
bringing up children. In this case 
the problem is Matthew Burton 
who always seems to be getting 


into trouble and foe sort of esc- 
apade that would make any par- 
ent age rapidly. No doubt he also 
has a whole fund of ready excuses. 
At 9.00. instead of Varieties, there 
is a new, 13-part series, entitled 
Antomania. to celebrate foe hun- 
dredth anniversary of the 
horseless- Cart. It examines bow 
the car has touched and affected 
— ■ both for good and bad — every 
aspect of our lives — social, eco- 
nomic. political, cultural, aesthetic 
and even sexual. As an object of 
both love and loathing it has re- 
shaped foe environment and cre- 
ated opportunities for work, lei- 
sure and travel barely conceivable 
a century ago. It has also lulled, 
maimed and polluted to an app- 
alling degree. The first pro- 
gramme. To Love And To Cherish, 
examines foe extraordinary deg- 
rees to which individuals will go to 
express their love for the metal 
monster, and features several vast 
and impressive automobile col- 
lections, as well as looking at per- 
sonalised individual models. 

Then, at 9.30. there is half- 
an-hour of Varieties and. after foe 
news, a feature film. Actually, to 
be honest, this is not strictly true. 
At the beginning of each month, 
instead of a feature film, there will 
be a screening of a best-seller over 
the weekend. (It is very welcome 
to see the return of the best-seller 
to JTV, since during foe last cycle 
this policy rather fell into disuse). 
Now. imagine this for a scenario. 
A rich and young unmarried cou- 
ple are spending a quiet weekend 
alone on a ranch. A stranger, pur- 
porting to be a journalist, arrives 
and says he wants to write an art- 
icle on the boyfriend for an ‘eli- 
gible bachelors’ feature. It turns 
out that he is in fact an escaped 
convict, and he proceeds to mur- 
der the boyfriend and rape the 
girl. He then informs foe girl that 
there is an underworld contract 
out on her and her children, (she's 
a divorcee), and that he is her only 
means of protection. Although 
reluctant foe girl believes him. 
does not contact either foe police 
or her parents, and even allows the 
murderer to move in with her in 
Beverly H31s. When foe police 
finally track them down the girl 
refuses to implicate the killer and 
instead stands trial for the murder 


of her boyfriend bereelf. A bit 
far-fetched, wouldn’t you say? A 
sort of Dallas goes Berserker? I'd 
agree, except for one small derail*. 
It’s all perfectly tree- It happened 
kt 7973. to Mrs. Hope Masters, 
and her subsequent fate can be 
discovered at 10.15 tonight and 
tomorrow. (Sunday). 

Also on Sunday there is a com- 
edy series at 8.30. As from next 
week this will be a new series cal- 
led A Chance In A Million but for 
this week only its tying up some 
unfinished business with the final 

3 >isode of Kate and AiUe. This is 
so true of foe comedy show at 
8.30 on Monday, where foe last 
episode of No Place Like Home 
holdsoff the debut of another new 
series. Three Up, Two Down. Ful- 
ler details of these two new series 
will be provided next week. Back 
to Sunday, though, and foe first 
episode of a new documentary 
programme. The Way Of The 
Warrior. This eight-part series 
examines various forms of the 
martial arts and their histories. As 
far as I can ascertain the series 
does not include Tae Kwon Do. 
which is extremely popular in Jor- 
dan and in which foe national 
team is achieving considerable 
international success. However, 
participants in this and other 
forms of foe martial arts should 
gain considerable satisfaction 
from this new series anyway. The 
first episode, (at 9.10 tomorrow), 
studies Shorinji Kempo — foe 
New Way. which has only evolved 
sktoe 1945. It was started by Dos- 
hin So. a Japanese, who wanted to 
regenerate self-respect and moral 
integrity in a defeated people. He 
started a religious movement 
based on his chosen form of Bud- 
dhism. To attract more members 
to this movement he introduced 
an original combat system built 
around his knowledge of the Chi- 
nese and Japanese martial arts and 
practised as a form of prayer. 

This Monday sees the start of 
two new series. At 9.10 there is 
Bergerac, a police series with a dif- 
ference. Jim Bergerac was. at one 
time, married and hard at work in 
a vast computer installation. He 
was also an alcoholic, and one day 
things got too much for him and he 
smashed up every console and 
VDU he could find Nowadays he 



is divorced, off the bottle, and liv- 
ing in Jersey, where he works for 
the Bureau de$ Strangers, a 
branch of foe Jersey Police whit* 
deals exclusively with non-Jersey 
bora residents. (Although one of 
the British Isles. Jersey is. both 
linguistically and culturally. half- 
French). Indeed, not so very long 
ago it was. for a short-period, 
administered by Germany). 
Whilst he has to live in dose pro- 
ximity to his ex-father-in-law. 
(played by foe experienced actor 
Terence Alexander), he does find 
consolation with his French gir- 
lfriend Francine. (who is simply 
stunning). Actually. I'm jumping 
the gun a bit here, since episode 
one starts at foe very beginning of 
the story when Jim. returning to 
Jersey after having being laid up 
with a badly crushed leg. (which 
has not properly healed), hears of 
the death of a colleague in mys- 
terious circumstances. At the fun- 
eral he meets his dead friend's gir- 
lfriend. Francine. A novel, easy- 
paced series. Bergerac is well 
worth tuning in to. 10.15 on Mon- 
day sees the start of a series of 
‘specials', one-off drama doc- 
umentaries. and the opening ins- 
talment is Puccini. There are two 
main ingredients to this pro- 
gramme. The first stars Robert 
Stephens as the famous composer 
and Virginia McKenna as his wife 
Elvira, who accuses her servant 
girl of having an affair with her' 
husband. The innocent girl com- 
mits suicide by drinking rat poison 
and her parents sue Elvira for def- 
amation. for which she is imp- 
risoned for five months. After 
contemplating suicide. Puccini's 
creative output dries up for ten 
years, after which he wrote his last 
and greatest opera. Tarandot The 
second ingredient to foe pro- 
gramme is a film of the pre- 
paration for. and production of. 
this opera by foe Scottish Opera 
Company, interwoven with foe 
aforementioned drama. 

And so to Tuesday, and the start 
of foe second full week of foe new 
cycle. This week will see. hop- 
efully. the first episode of The 
Lucy Arnaz Show; this was und- 
erstandably. and quite correctly 
not shown last week owing to foe 
need for extended news coverage 
of the horrific events in Tunis. 



However, although the show’s 
format is as yet unknown- 1 would 
venture to suggest that Ms. Amaz 
is the daughter of Lucille Ball and 
her husband Desi Arnaz Junior, 
and appeared with her paren ts and 
brother in the Lucy shows of the 
early 1960's. As such, she has a 
strong pedigree and considerable 
experience to bring to this new 
show. At 9. 1 0 on Tuesday there is 
episode two of Bleak House. This 
got off to a very promising beg- 
inning. Lots of gloomy mist and 
fog. (though if sustained over 
eight episodes this could prove a 
bit tiring on the eyes), and full of 
gloomy prophecies of what hap- 
pens to Chancery plaintiffs. (The 
sight of rows of bewigged and 
well-fed counsel laughing at a wre- 
tched clients protestations to 
M*Lud spoke columns). Lawyer 
Tulkinghom looks thoroughly 
mean and evil, and Lady Dedlock 
seems to have recent a very 
nasty shock. Excellent per- 
formances by Silvia Coleridge and 
Frank Windsor, as the eccentric 
and tragic Miss Rite and Gridley 
respectively add to the delight, 
ana all bodes well for the future. 
One word of warning, though: 


Charles Dickens' heroines are not 
his strong suit, and in Esther 
Summerson he did produce one of 
his most infuriatingly feeble 
goody-goody characters. An 
awful lot of truly terrible things 
happen to her throughout the cou- 
rse of the story, and towards the 
end the reader is inclined to cheer 
wholeheartedly and with relish 
each time fate hits her over the 
bonce with a sand-filled sock. 
Let's hope that the TV series gives 
her a bit more ooomph. At 1 0. 1 5 
there is another feature film- as yet 
undecided. (As I was saying ear- 
lier...) 

Due to deadline requirements. I 
am writing this on Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. and so am not really in 
any position to comment on any of 
the other new programmes. So. 
for now. a brief run-through will 
have to suffice. Wednesday has 
Three's Conqiany at 8:30 and at 
9. 1 0. instead of Connections, a ser- 
ies called Vista. (Whether JTV 
intend to show the whole seven- 
pan run. or reinstal Connections 
when and if they acquire a new set 
of tapes. I do not know). In ess- 
ence. Vista is not that much dif- 
-ferent from the programme it rep- 


laces. concerning itself with tec- 
hnologic:!] .and societal advances 
that affect us all. This week- in 
Hear Today. Gone Tomorrow, it 
explores the world of deafness, ihe 
problems it poses. ;md the new 
scientific and medical bre- 
akthroughs combating it. 

Thursday has Emergency Room 
at 8.30. another of Orson Welles' 
Scene of Crime puzzles at 9 . 00 . 
Varieties at 9.30. and a feature 
film at 10.15. Oddly enough, this 
one I can tell you about. All That 
Heaven Allows was made in 1955 
and stars Jane Wyman. Rock 
Hudson and Agnes Moorehcad in 
a Lady Gnmcrly variation in 
which a sad widow falls in love 
with the gardener at her winter 
home, arui marries him despite 
local prejudice. Friday has Sara at 
8.30. Magnum at J 0. 1 5. and. I am 
assured, a new and complete play 
in the Love and Marriage series. 

Home Is The Sailor is an extremely 
well observed, funny, and wry 
examination of the pitfalls of mar- 
rving too young. Rest assured 
though, all ends happily ever after. 
See you again next week, same 
time, same channel! 


‘Popular development’ prescribed for Fourth World countries

The economist Samir Amin is now 
the director of the Strategies for 
foe Future of Africa programme 
of United Nations Institute for 
Training and Research (UN1- 
TAR) in Dakar (Senegal). He is 
foe author of several books, inc- 
luding “Le devdoppement ine- 
gaP ( Unequal Development) and 
“L'accumulation a Techeile mon- 
dial e” (Accumulation on the 
.world scale). During foe last fif- 
teen years he has made a 
considerable contribution to ups- 
etting accepted ideas about dev- 
elopment problems, particularly 
by introducing such concepts as 
countries of foe “centre” and 
“perphery” to darify and orient 
discussion of development que- 
stions. 

Ten years ago. in foe course of a 
long discussion with a group of Ita- 
lian journalists, Samir Amin and 
colleague Andre Gunder Frank, 
also an economist talked about 
foe then “artificial horizon for 
1984” and put forward two hyp- 
otheses about the evolution of foe 
world economy and the role that 
would be played by foe developing 
countries. The first of these hyp- 
otheses dealt with the “red- 
eployment capital project.” that 
is. a new international division of 
labour in which large segments of 
foe productive process, the cla- 
ssical production line industries. 


are transferred to foe peripheral- 
areas. Such a transfer would occur 
to take advantage of cheap labour 
and relocation close to expanding 
markets based on rising middle 
class demands: Exactly the kind of 
development that occurred in 
Brazil during its peak phase. In 
this pattern of redeployment, foe 
centre serves an unequal function, 
based bn technological innovation 
and new industries, which indude 
those that control assembly tine 
industry. 

The other hypothesis involved 
foe failure of such redeployment: 
This is based on foe supposition 
that foe logic of capital controls 
and dominates foe situation, not 
foe negotiations between the cen- 
tres and foe periphery, which 
would encourage national ind- 
ustrial development open to the 
outside world. Resistance to red- 
eployment would then produce a 
second model “even more neg- 
ative," in which foe assembly line 
industries are reconverted and. 
ultimately, centralised. The new 
transformed modernised ind- 
ustries arise in foe central cou- 
ntries. and foe South is mar- 
ginalised in a framework of “ext- 
ermination. racism and rising vio- 
lence: The Third World becomes 
in convenient” 

Ten years later these two hyp- 
otheses constituted foe basis for 


foe interview that Samir Amin 
granted to Reports on foeoccasion 
• of a visit to Italy co attend an int- 
ernational colloquium organised 
by the Pio Manzu Research Cen- 
tre. which is concerned with foe 
relations between foe European 
and the Arab nations. 

Reports: Mr. A mm, how have 
foe last ten years tested your hyp- 
otheses?

Nigeria’s 25 years of independence: 

Six coups, civil war, economic hardship

LAGOS — Nigeria, black Africa’s 
most popuiousstate. celebrated 25 
years oTindependence from Bri- 
tain on Tuesday, a quarter century 
that has seen six coups and a blo- 
ody civil war and, lately, severe 
economic hardship. 

Two attempts at civilian gov- 
ernment have failed, in 1966 amid 
civil disturbances and in 1983 
afterallegatkras of corruption and 
economic mismanagement. 

Besides five successful army 
coups, there was one that failed in 
1976. The latest coup occurred 
barely a month ago. 

From 1967 to 1970 a bloody 
civil war was fought to end a bid 
for secession by Biafra in foe oil- 
rich east of Nigeria. 

Oil turned foe 1970s into a bon- 
anza. but foe world oil glut of foe 
19S0shitbard. What proved to be 
a short-lived oil boom had led foe 
nation to rely on oil for 95 per cent 
of its hard currency, to depend on 
imported food and to incur large 
foreign debts. 

The new president. Major- 
General Ibrahim Babangida has 
built up political capital since he 


took charge cm August 27. 

One of his first acts was to rep- 
eal "decree four” • 3® unpopular 
press law enacted by foe ousted 
government of Major-General 
Mohammed Buhari. which made 
it an offence to publish articles 
deemed inaccurate or emb- 
arrassing by foe state.

Since then, the newly unf- 
ettered press has welcomed Bab- 
angida’s decisions to free about 
1 50 detainees held without trial by 
foe previous government and to 
overhaul foe security police, acc- 
used of maltreating many of those 
prisoners. 


Appointments to the armed 
forces ruling council and foe cab- 
inet have been seen by com- 
mentators here as striking a better 
ethnic balance and bringing in 
much-needed talent 

But despite a promise of far- 
reaching action. Babangida has 
yet to announce a strategy to com- 
bat grave econo mic problems that 
Buhari. when he overthrew civ- 
ilian President Shehu Shegari m 
1983, pledged in vain to resolve. 

Only five years ago. Nigeria was 
'able to produce 2.4 million barrels 
of oil a day and sell each barrel at 
40 dollars. 

The oil money lured many of 
the 80 million Nigerians away 
from the land into foe cities, res- 
ulting in a disaster for agriculture 
and an era of dependence on imp- 
orted food. 

Nigerian oil output has slumped 
to less than half those peak levels 
and prices are also sharply down. 
As a result foreign currency hol- 
dings have declined in recent, 
months, according to figures from 
foe Central Bank, and bankers 
report increasing delays in Nig- 
eria's foreign payments - 

The debtburdea. while not one- 


rous in overall terms, is pressing 
because a significant proportion of 
repayment is bunched together. 
Nigeria is in arrears on five to 
seven billion dollars — out of a 
total external debt of some S20 
billion — of short term debt owed 
to trade creditors. 

Babangida is also faced with 
growing inflation and une- 
mployment and a serious violent 
crime problem, especially in 
Lagos, foe sprawling capita]. 

Buhari was able to reduce foe 
number of people in a position to 
take bribes and embezzle funds by 
cutting back the government app- 
aratus but did not end corruption, 
political analysts say. 

The new government, by its act- 
ions so far. has created a mood of 
cautious optimism. Many Nig- 
erians express pride that despite 
its legacy of political upheaval, 
military coups and economic dec- 
line. Nigeria has survived foe last 
25 years.

the point of becoming unbearable, 
of foe burden of public debt in 
precisely those countries where 
capital redeployment was occ- 
urring successfully, quite the con- 
trary of what foe World Bank said 
when it foresaw development 
open to foe outside. On foe other 
band, marginalisation strikes, par- 
ticularly, almost foe whole of Afr- 
ica south of the Sahara, where inc- 
reasing famine is foe plainest ind- 
ication. 

Reports: The present economic 
situation therefore obliges dev- 
eloping countries to try to adapt 
their economies. Can they? 

Amin: You have used exactly 
foe wqrd I wanted to criticise 


“adapt” their development to foe 
new situation. That is where foe 
development options lie: Should 
■■ partners simply to adjust to foe 
tendencies of world growth or. 
conversely, should they try 1 to dis- 
connect themselves from them? 

The crisis the African states are 
passing through, and faring very 
badly, is simply the logical con- 
sequence of the type of dev- 
elopment that has gate on there in 
foe past. I think Africa entered a 
lase of prolonged crisis at the 
jinning of foe 1970s. even bef- 
ore foe 1 973- 1974 petroleum cri- 
sis. If one wants to set a date, it is 
rather foe ending of the con- 
vertibility of foe dollar in 1971 
that marks foe break off of foe 
period of expansion and foe beg- 
inning of foe present crisis. 

During foe preceding period, 
foe kind of development foreseen 
for Africa and foe Third World in- 
general was based on foe wor- 
ldwide expansion of the time. 
Consequently, it turned towards 
foe outskJe world for the most 
rt. and was based on giving a 
priority to export products in 
agriculture, mining, and pet- 
roleum. It attempted to finance, 
with foe income from exports, a 
small import substitution industry, 
supported by foreign capital or 
foreign public aid. and aimed mai- 
nly at foe relatively well-off mid- 
dle classes rather than the needs of 
foe rural and urban people. 

This kind of development pro- 
duced foe results that caused the 
collapses brought to tight by the 
present crisis. It brought uneven 
development in foe region: Bet- 
ween those which, like the Ivory 
Coast, had a hig h growth rate but 
now find themselves with an int- 
olerable foreign debt, and those 
which did not experience- such 
growth, such as Burkina (formerly 
Upper Volta). It also brought a 
very uneven growth in terms of 
their internal society. The gap 
between town and country con- 
tinues to widen, as does the gap 
within the towns themselves. Eno- 
rmous shantytowns, even in quite 
average-sized cities such as those 
of Africa, reflect foe wretchedness 
of foe countryside as compared to 
foe prosperity of isolated sectors. 

Reports: But in that case, what 
options do foe developing cou- 
ntries have? 

Amh: It’s no use being nos- 
talgic about foe 1960s. they are 
over, and I don’t think we will ret- 
urn to them. In my opinion, there 
are two ways of confronting this 
crisis: “The first is that alluded to 
by foe word you used just now. to 
adapt, that is to say, to try to find a 
new place in foe coming new sys- 
tem. which has not yet crystallised 
and whose details and results can- 
not yet be known. The other, quite 
the reverse, is to distance oneself 
from foe system that is under rec- 
onstruction. and still unkn own. 

I am afraid that as far as most 
Third World countries, and pro- 


bably foe Arab and almost all foe 

- African countries, are concerned, 
it is not really possible for them to 
adjust to foe system that is eme- 
rging except in foe lowliest of pos- 
itions. Consequently, they face a 
historic opportunity and cha- 
llenge: Can they, and on what 
terms, gam some distance from 
this system, and quite to the con- 
trary. give priority to a style of 
development that I would define 
as “popular in scope.” a national 
and popular construct. Please note 
that I am not saying "socialist”: It 
remains to be seen if a popular 
approach can offer a margin of 
autonomy that will permit the 
people to undertake projects that 
are more consistent with social 
reorganisation. 

Reports: The repeated failures 
of large-scale development pro- 
jects have led to the revision of 
certain concepts. Everywhere 
now. people talk about min- 
iprojects. or down-to-earth app- 
roaches. Can this kind of approach 
favour foe sort of national popular 
development you foresee? 

Amin: I think all these ideas and 
projects are ambivalent. On the 
one hand, their social content is 
certainly very attractive, but on 
the other, they do not go far eno- 
ugh to carry through the con- 
clusions drawn about the eff- 
ectiveness of such a choice, either 
nationally or as regards int- 
ernational relations. Ihe truth is 
that development cannot be a 
by-product of growth conceived 
without reference to foe pro- 
ducers themselves, to their ini- 
tiatives and priorities, to their 
needs and bow they may satisfy 
them. But who would embark 
upon such a policy? So far as one 
can see. the international org- 
anisations do not have enough pol- 
itical power to start up such pro- 
grammes. nor does aid from foe 
developed countries. Besides. I 
very much doubt that is their true 
purpose. Is such a thing likely 
under today’s political regimes? I 
certainly do not believe iL 

Put in another way. such a dev- 
elopment presupposes (hat foe 
problem of internal political cha- 
nge has been solved, and that ano- 
ther problem has also been solved, 
that of outside support for popular 
undertakings. How. in fact, does 
foe West react to changes in foe 
.Third World? Often, foe response 
to a change erf this type has been 
foe threat of invasion. One must 
be logical, one cannot sim- 
ultaneously look forward to pop- 
ular development and then. each, 
time that relatively favourable 
political conditions arise, oppose 
them systematically. On the eco- 
nomic level, foe main option res- 
orted to by the West as a whole — 
.not only foe USA but Europe and 
Japan, which entirely agree as 
regards the Third World just now 

— consists of imposing IMF pol- 
icy. That policy is to reestablish 
equilibrium in a way that is ent- 


irely negative as far as the maj- 
ority of .people is concerned, by 
applying so called "true prices.” 
Internal social inequality ts inc- 
reased so as to reestablish the ext- 
ernal equilibrium. It is not pos- 
sible at one and the same time to 
speak of popular development 
and to try to impose through the 
IMF. the Group of Ten. etc-, rea- 
djustment policies such as those 
conceived by the world system. 

Reports: Ten years ago you 
formulated two pessimistic hyp- 
otheses which have, in large pan 
been verified. What now? 

Amh: One might well be very 
pessimistic about the short run. 
because there are effectively three 
factors to be seen. The logic of 
capital expansion which, in Africa, 
is marginalising and crushing it. 
The logic of marginalisation, 
which implies extermination, and 
the logic of the tool used to justify 
and legitimate it on the ideological 
level go hand in hand. The rise of 


racism in Europe is not a sub- 
sidiary phenomenon exclusively 
linked to the problem of imm- 
igrant workers and the demagogic 
policies instituted by the aut- 
horities in response to une- 
mployment. it is also the logic that 
legitimates the notion of ext- 
erminating the Third World. 

A II of this is plain to see. as is foe 
key to it all. a third eiemenL which 
is the emphasis of the fear of war. a 
pre-war atmosphere that serves to 
justify the whole business. In foe 
short run it is this that occupies 
centre stage and makes the out- 
look so dark. The darkness is eve- 
rywhere. However, in the longer 
run. if there is no final explosion, 
there is no reason to be so pes- 
simistic. because history has alw- 
ays gone along in this way. I can- 
not see any reason why it would 
not continue to do so — Reprinted 
from Reports, the magazine of the 
International Development Res- 
earch Centre.

Music boosts 
Banks to 
record leap 


CANBERRA. Australia (AP) — 
World record holder Willie 
Banks, buoyed by his musical 
capes and an enthusiastic crowd, 
won the triple jump Friday with a 
World Cup record leap of 17.58 
metres. 

The popular, colourful Banks, 
who had threatened to withdraw if 
be could not bring his inspirational 
music tapes into the field, dis- 
played his usual bubbly, bouncy 
personality dining the entire triple 
jump competition. 

Each time he appeared at the 
top of the runway, the crowd, est- 
imated at 1 1,000 in the National 
Athletics Stadium, responded 
with rhythmic dapping. And. as 
he raised toward the triple jump 
pit. the dapping intensified. 

After his best jump, on his sec- 
ond attempt Banks punched his 
right fist into the air. and waved 
and blew kisses to die crowd. 
When the event was completed. 
Banks signalled to the crowd, with 
one finger of each hand, that he 
was no. 1. did a backflip on die 
runway, and blew kisses and 
waved again. 

And on die awards stand. Banks 
jumped op and down, and kissed 
his medal. 


The crowd loved it 
Bank’s vanning jump easily 
surpassed the previous record of 
1737. set in 1981 byJoaoDeOIi- 
/eira of Brazil, winner of the first 
hree World Cup long jump titles. 

Oliveira also held the world 
record of 17.8 until Banks sma- 
shed it in June, soaring 17.91.

BRANDS HATCH. England (R) 
— Frenchman Alain Prost rem- 
ained on target for the World Dri- 
vers’ Championship by setting the 
fifth best time behind flying Bra- 
zilian Ayrton Senna in Friday’s 
opening practice for Sunday’s 
Grand Pnx of Europe. 

Prost needs to finish just two 
points ahead of lone challenger 
Michele Alboreto to clinch Fra- 
nce's first Formula One Crown.

Ever-patient Prost 
Imped bis McLaren in one minute 
10345 seconds while Italy’s Alb- 
oreto. frustrated by mechanical

But as Prost kept a dose eye on 
his rival. Senna stole the show in 
the one-hour timed session. 

The Lotus driver blazed round 
the tricky 43 km circuit in 
1.-08.020 — the quickest-ever 
qualifying lap at Brands Hatch. 

No one went close, not even his 
equally-gifted compatriot Nelson 
Piquet or tenacious Finn Keke 


Rosbeig. They were left second 
and third best on 1:09304 and 
1 : 09377 respectively. 

Senna, who recorded the sec- 
ond win of his short Grand Prix 
career in Belgium Iasr time out. 
said: “It is a greatpleasnre to be in 
such a nice position on the track 
where I won my first single-seater 
race, back in 1981. 


“My car was prepared mar- 
vellously and it demanded a lot 
less effort from me than on other 
occas i ons this season.” 

Prost was happy to finish ahead 
of Alboreto but somewhat dis- 
appointed that his car had not 
been as fast as it was at Brands 
Hatch in a recent test session.

Sudan, IMF fail to reach accord OPEC talks end with little 


ICHARTOUM (R) — Sudan and 
die International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) failed to reach an accord in 
lengthy talks last month .because 
the fund thought Sudanese efforts 
to reduce the budget deficit were 
inadequate, foreign economists 
said Thursday. 

The deficit projected in the 
1985/86 budget which runs from 
SepL 16 to June 30. is l.J 1 billion 
pounds (S446 million) more than 
die fund would have liked, the 
economists said. • 

The Sudanese government had 
sought IMF approval for its pol- 
icies as a first step towards att- 
racting Arab funds to pay off its 
IMF arrears and then res- 
cheduling its $9 billion of foreign 
debt. 

The fund did. however, see enc- 
ouraging trends in the new budget 


such as the reintroduction of a 
conventional income tax system in 
place of an* Islamic alms tax and 
pricing measures which die gov- 
ernment has not yet announced, 
foe economists added. 

They said foe fund had also app- 
roved in general the government* s 
expenditure plans, which kept 
spending about static in normal 
terms and reduced it in real terms. 

The budget forecasts exp- 
enditure of 6.1 billion pounds 
'($2.44 billion) in 1985/86 com- 
pared with 2.1 billion pounds 
($840 million) over foe previous 
nine and a half months. 

The economists said this inc- 
rease was misleading because, unl- 
ike in foe previous budget foe 
new spending total includes many 
new items like security and foe full 
amount of debt repayment due. 


- Sudan owes the IMF some $170 
million in arrears' on a debt of 
$800 million and is seeking help 
from Arab donore to restore its 
creditworthiness with foe fund. 

The United States has offered 
to contribute $50 million out of its 
commodity import programme for 
Sudan while Arab Gulf funds and 
governments are expected to pro- 
duce foe rest at a creditors mee- 
ting in Riyadh, Saudi Arabia. 

Sudanese Finance Minister 
Awad Abdul Maguid was Thu- 
rsday quoted as saying the twice- 
postponed Riyadh meeting would 
now take place in foe second half 
of this- month. ’■

Kuwait restricts trading in shares 


KUWAIT (R) — The Kuwait 
stbek exchange has indefinitely 
suspended trading in shares of 
Kuwaiti “dosed companies” and 
nrin- Kuwaiti Gulf shares, finance 
ministry sources said Thursday. 

The sources told Reuters foe 
suspension would continue until 
assessments of the companies’ fin- 
ancial positions had been com- 
pleted. but gave no further details. 

“Closed companies” listed on 
foe official exchange and foe less 
closely-regulated unofficial or 
“paraller market are firms which 
made do initial public share off- 
ering and have no foreign sha- 
reholders. 

Kuwait also permits listing of 
so mb non- Kuwaiti Gulf com- 
panies on both markets. 

The sources gave no reason for 
foe exchange’s decision, which fol- 
lows a 25 per cent rise in prices on 


the official market in the past four 
months. 

Kuwait’s stock markets col- 
lapsed in 1 982 after a massivespe- 
culative boom cm foe unofficial 
Souk Al Manakh market, setup to 
circumvent official market reg- 
ulations. 

The spectacular slump also spi- 
lled over into foe official exc- 
hange, and left a debt mountain of 
$95 billion from post-dated che- 
ques used to finance forward share 
deals. 

The collapse seriously und- 
ermined business confidence in 
Kuwait and other Gulf states and. 
foe debt crisis, which also hit foe 
real estate sector, has yet to be 
fully resolved. 

Tne government allowed foe 
exchange to list “dosed, com- 
panies’' for foe first time last yeair.' 


but restricted trading to firms 
which bad been, operating for at 
least five years. 

They were also required to have 
capital of at least five million din- 
ars ($J7 million) and no foreign 
ownership. Unlisted closed com- 
panies are allowed to have up to 
49 per wot foreign shareholdings. 

’ There are seven dosed com- 
panies and eight Gulf companies 
listed on the official market while 
foe unofficial exchange lists five 
dosed companies and 30 Gulf 
companies. 

The Al Shall economic con- 
sultants’ share index for foe off-’ 
iefed exchange stood at 3235 on 
SepL 25 compared with 25.85 at 
ead-May, while foe Gulf com- 
panies index was at 32.24 com- 
pared with 34.26.

China r devalues yuan .tojrecord low 


PEKING (R) — China devalued 
its currency to a record low of 
three to the U.S. dollar Thursday 
in a move foreign bankers said was 
aimed at boosting exports and cut- 
ting a ballooning trade defidt 

The State Administration of 
Exchange Control (SAEC) ann- 
ounced foe move and listed foe 
new buy-sell range for foe yuan as 
299.33/300.83 to 100 U.S. dol- 
lars. 

One foreign hanker said: 
“China has caused the yuan to fall 
because it wants to increase exp- 
orts .and cut imj^r^" . . _ .- ; 

The yuan has- been, jailing ste- 
adily over the last year. A year ago 
it stood at 2.6 to the U.S. dollar. 

By reducing foe value of its cur- 
rency. China makes its exports 
cheaper but its imports more exp- 
ensive. 

The Yuan is not convertible, but 


its rate is fixed daily by foe SAEC. 
It is valued against a basket of 
other currencies whose com- 
position is secret hut is believed by 
foreign bankers to consist mainly 
of U_S. and Hong Kong dollars 
and foe Japanese yen. 

Hong Kong. Japan and the Uni- 
ted States are China’s three big- 
gest trading partners. 

A draft five-year plan starting 
next year, passed by a special 
Communist Party conference last 
week, said increasing foreign exc- 
hange earnings through exports 
“is of paramount importance in 
our modernisation programme.” 

1 “It is particularly important "Rh- 
us to use such economic levers as 
exchange rates... to encourage foe 
production of export com-, 
modifies,” it said. 

China had a trade deficit of 
$7.89 billion in foe first seven 


monfosof fort year, partly because 
of huge imports of consumer 
goods from Japan and Hong 
Kong. 

. The government has clamped 
tight controls on spending of for- 
eign exchange since the first qua- 
rter of this year. -« 

“Officials have told me a poor 
country I ike China has no business 
importing consumer goods. They 
said hshoiild use its precious for- 
eign exchange to buy technology 
and industrial equipment.” one 
diplomat said. 

"The official international bus-/ 
mess 'newspaper said; “Ours is a 
developing country with a long- 
term shortage of capital and for- 
eign exchange, most of it from 
exports. Earning foreignexchange 
by exports is a matter of vital imp- 
ortance.” 


Ministers “unanimously rea- 
ffirmed that the 16 million barrel 
per day production ceiling will lie 
retained and defended.” foe con- 
ference chairman. Oil Minister 
Subroto of Indonesia. told q press 
briefing. . 

Discussions would continue 
I before the next qonference in 
December “with a view to con- 
solidating foe price structure.” he 
added. 

. .But Dr. Subroto’s confident 
tone could not conceal the reality 
that foe meeting, called spe-

Among growing signs that 
OPEC discipline is in danger of 
collapsing altogether. Iraqi Min- 
ister ^assem Ahmad Taqi. said his 
country intended to raise its out- 
put by up to 500.000 barrels per 
day (bpd) over foe next two 
months.

OPEC stands to gain little. 

Venezuelan Vice-Minister

WASHINGTON (R) — The LLS. 
unemployment rate rose by one- 
tenth of a percentage point to 7. 1 
per cent in September as foe man- 
ufacturing sector of the economy 
sustained heavy job losses, the 
Laltour Department reported on 
Friday. 

The small Septemlier rise came 
after the rate had fallen to its low- 
est level in more than five years 
durkig August and was in line with 
predictions of most analysts.

' It was die first time a laser beam 
aimed from earth had been pro- 
jected through die atmosphere to 
a target in space.

The 
beam was aimed from an air force 
base in Maui. Hawaii, at a rocket 
fired from a test range in Hawaii- 

Earlier space shuttle exp- 
eriments have tested pointing and 
tracking of laser beams outside the 

atmosphere. 

Mr. Weinberger fiold the aud- 
ience that Soviet ground-based 
laser weapons can now interfere 
with US. military satellites and 
coutdbe able to hit ITS. missiles in 
flqgit within five years. 

He said it was vital that the U-S. 
SDI programme should not be

“The Soviets now have 
ground-based lasers that could 
interfere with our satellites (and) 
by the late 1980s they could have 
prototypes of ground-based lasers 
able to hit ballistic missiles."

ished behind a curtain of silence 
inposed by the UJS.

Militar y officials have damped 

a strict news blackout on the cla- 
ssified mss km. whose chief aim. 
accord mg to private space experts, 
is to release a pair of com- 
immications satellites capable of 
relaying the president’s orders for 
a massive midear strike. 

Space agency officials said pri- 
vately that astronauts were due to 
deploy the two $100 million sat- 
ellites witiim the first two days of 
die nnsskm. Atlantis lifted off 
Thursday at 11:16 a.m. (15:16 
GMT) 

The Defence Department has 


not only refused to comment on 
Atlantis' cargo but has also wit- 
hheld such details as the planned 
duration erf the flight and the hei- 
ght of the spaceship's orbit. 

Radio communications bet- 
ween die astronauts and ground 
controllers — normally monitored 
freely from earth — are being scr- 
ambled and blacked out to the 
public. 

The secrecy, military officials 
said, is meant to impede efforts by 
Soviet spy ships, that are often off 
Cape Canaveral, to track the flight 
and monitor its classified mission. 

But private space experts con. 
tend that the secrecy is misguided. 

“It's, ridiculous to classify Ati- 
aitis’ cargo. Anybody could figure 
it out from scanning public rec- 
ords.” David Morrison, senior' 
research analyst for the 
Washington -based Centre for 


Defence Information, said. 

In the political area, analysts 
said the doak-and-dagger space 
mission could be viewed by the 
Soviet Union as a provocation 
coming only six weeks before a 
scheduled summit between Pre- 
sident Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Atlantis’ voyage is die 21st 
flight in die four and a half year 
dd shuttle programme and the 
second to be devoted to secret mil- 
itary aims.

Rock Hudson’s body cremated hours after his death 


LOS ANGELES (R) —The body 
of actor Rods Hudson was cre- 
mated within hours of his death 
from an AIDS-related illness, his 
publicist has said. No memorial 
services will be held, accordmg to 
his final wishes. 

Hudson, the handsome leading 
man of more than 60 films inc- 
ludmg ‘Giant* , 'Pillow Talk* and 
‘Magnificent Obsession.” as well 
as two popular television series, 
died in his sleep at his Beverly 
Hills home Wednesday. He was 
59. 

"He had asked that no services 
whatsoever be held” said pub-' 
lidst Dale Olson of toe actor who 
stunned toe world in July by rev- 
ealing be bad AIDS. 

“Mr. Hudson died peacefully in 

his sleep at 9 a.m. at his home," 
Olson said, adding, "toe exact 
.cause of (hath has not yet been 
deter min ed- but it was AID5- 
compLkated.” 

Hollywood stars and AIDS res- 
earchers issued tributes to Hud- 
son, toe first international cel- 
ebrity to reveal he suffered from 
Acquired Immune Defknenr 
Syndrome, saying his coui 
generosity, gave hope to 

Elizabeth Taylor, 
ducer Aaron Spelling kid leading 
researchers said Hudson would 
tore on as a leading benefactor of 
toe battle to fod a cure for toe 
disease that has claimed more 
than 6,000 American lives, pre- 


dominantly homosexuals, int- 
ravenous drag users and hae- 
mophiliacs. 

They said Hudson’s revelation 
in Pans last July that be had AIDS 
had a powerful impact on the pub- 
lic’s perception of toe epidemic’s 
proportions, and noted Hudson 1 
himself bad donated hundreds of- 
thousands of dollars to toe cause. 

President Reagan and two of 
Hudson’s most memorable lea- 
dmg ladies — Doris Day and. 
Susan St James — said he was a* 
kmd and dear friend who would be 
sorely missed. 


Two weeks earlier, she had org- 
anised a dinner honoring Hudson 
which raised over a million dollars 
for AIDS research. 

' Day, wbo starred opposite 
Hudson h a series of romantic 
comedies in toe 1950s and 1960s 
that included Pillow Talk, broke 
into tears and sobbed when tire 
heard toe news. 


Taylor, who co-starred in toe 
1 955 film Giant for which Hudson- 
was nominated for an Academy 
Award, said: “I love him and he is 
tragically gone. Please God. he 
has not died in vain.” 

’ Taylor has become a leading 
fundraiser in toe fight to find a 
cure for AIDS and is national Cha- 
irman of toe newly formed Ame- 
rican. Foundation for AIDS Res-, 
earefa (AFAR). 


“What can I say,” Day’s agent 
quoted her as saying from her 
home in toe northern California 
town of Carmel, where Hudson 
made his last public appearance 
earlier this year to promote Day’s 
television show about pets. 

“This is when our forth is really 
tested. Ilfs so terrible, I can't bel- 
ieve it All those years of working 
with turn, I saw him as big, healthy 
and indestructible. I am saddened 
by this and aUI can do is uplift my 
tomkmg. Life is eternal, I hope we 
wfl! meet again/* she said.

NASA unveils 
largest, fastest 
computer 


SAN FRANCISCO (R)— NASA 
has unveiled what it said is the 
world’s most powerful and fastest 
computer, a device about half toe 
size of a car capable of performing 
250 million calculations per sec- 
ond. The computer, which is being 
retailed at the National Aer- 
onautics and Space Adnx- 
in is {ration's Ames Research Cen- 
tre about 50 kflonaetrcs south of 
San Francisco, will be used pri- 
marily for aircraft and spacecraft 
design. It is a SI 7-million 
CRAY-2. .built by Cray Research 
Inc., one of the world’s few com- 
panies making supercomputers. 
Ron Bailey, head of NASA’s 
Numerical Aerodynamic Sim- 
ulation Programme, told a news 
conference that a similar com- 
puter is already in use at the Law- 
rence Livermore Laboratory, a 
weapons and energy research fac- 
ility m California, but that the 
Ames computer will have four 
times tbe memory capacity.

PEKING (R) — The British Duo 
Wham turned China’s Com- 
munist leaders off rock and des- 
troyed toe hopes of Australian 
rock band Men at Work of per- 
forming m Pelting next month, 
Canberra’s cultural attache in 
China has said. Australian Prime 
Minister Bob Hawke raised toe 
idea erf a Men at Work tour with 
Communist Party chief Hu Yao- 
bang in Australia in May. attache 
Carrillo Gantner told reporters.
